In view especially of the strong 
flood tide that was running, and the conse- 
quent danger of being drawn under the stage, 
the conduct of the stagoman was most plucky. 
In effecting the rescue he received a slight 
injury to one of his legs, and immediately 
afterwards ho was sent home. 
A HAPPY ENDING. 

At Gloucester Assizes in 1880, Henry Fovey, 
a young Bristot workman, was sentenced to 
twenty years’ penal servitude for shooting 
with intent to murder his sweetheart. She 
had, on slight cause, brokea off the engage- 
meat, and he shot her and injured herslightly.

NATIONAL RIFLE MEETING. 
(BY OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The most anxious subject of discussion 
among the Volunteers who left in droves, as 
usual, on Saturday, Sunday, and Monday, 
was the erratic scoring of last week and the 
causes which have produced it. A great many 
wen whose opinion is entitled to the highest 
respect have put forth the hypothesis that the 
ammunition was of an ЇЇ] made or inferior 
character. Nothing is easier for a man when 
he makes a bad score than to attribute the 
blame to anything further than his own in- 
ferior marksman: рдай too often the allega- 
tion of inferiority of ammunition has no more 
substantial basis than the desire to escape 
se}f blame. But such things as badly filled 
cartridges and powder of inferior qualit 


tain whether there is any foundation 
for the allegation and to apply a remedy. 
Some years ago complaints of the same kind 
were rife, and an explanation was demanded 
at one of the business meetings of the N.R.A. 
Experiments had been made by some 
scientific men among the competitors, which 
proved that there was occasionally a much 
larger range of difference between one cart- 


iu the conditions of contract which stipulate 
as a maximum 87 grains, and as a minimum 
82 grains, but this may practically mean a 
difference of 10 grains where ammuni- 
tion of two different contractors is used. 
One contractor may vary between 85 
grains and 90 grains, апа another 
from 80 to 85 grains without either being 
open to the charge of contravening the 
regulation. Nowif the ammunition of two 
| such contractors bo used to fill a particular 
order, it may of course happen that a cartridge 
with a charge of 90 grains, or two or three of 
them,may find itself packed in tho same group 
of seven rounds with six, five,or four others as 
the caso may be, which have only a charge of 
80 grains. In that case, it is obvious that 
with the samo aim, holding and sighting, 
even were they fired from a fixed rest, some 
shots would be high and others low. This 
should be tested. If the care which was 
formerly taken in tho special selection 
of ammunition has been relaxed in ап 
way, anen should be at once applied.
